in oneof his Kingdoms, whobeing Regal Titulars , and preten- 
ding title tothe Crown there-(as deſcended from ſome King of 
that Countrey ) his gracious and pious inclination was ſo. far 
from ſeeking theirrume (or ſo muchas the reſtraining them ) 
that he ſuffered their liberty, with poſſeſſion of what they had. 
Then they call the puniſhment of Jaze Shore a Tyrannie : A 
cornmon and notorious Adultereſſe (as the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, who knew her very well, cenſured her) which ſhe deſerved 
ſo juſtly, that it was rather favourable , then ſevere or tyran- 
nous. 
Next, the death of William: Collingborn 1s made one of his 
Tyrannies; who (as ſome trivial Romancers ſay) was hanged 
formakinga Satyrical Rhyme ; when thetruth is , he had- com- 
mitted Treaſon , and was arraigned and condemned of High 


Treaſon, as may beyet ſeen in the Record ; and then it was Ju- 


ſtice, and not Tyrannie. | 
Another proof againſt their grofle Paralogiſms, take from 
this obſervation made by Demoſthenes : Tyranms res eſt inimica 
Civibus legibus contraria. But King Richard wasever indulgent 
to his people, careful to have the Laws duely obſerved; his ma. 
king ſo many good ones, being an evident argument of his love 
toLawand Juſtice. It is further obſerved, that Tyrants con-
